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Faculty.  Students.  Townspeople.  All  of  these  three  elements  are  essential  in  having  a 
thriving  community.  The  faculty  must  support  the  students,  the  students  must  support  the 
townspeople,  and  the  townspeople  must  support  the  faculty,  and  so  on.  It  is  a  never- 
ending  cycle  that  must  keep  going  or  the  machine  will  fall  apart. 

The  1972-73  Yamparika  staff  feels  that  the  most  important  factor  in  a  workable  com- 
munity is  understanding  and  unity.  The  three  groups  must  understand  that  they  are  a 
vital  part  of  the  whole,  and  that  they  need  the  other  two  parts  to  function  properly.  The 
high  school  students  must  learn  to  accept  the  uniformity  of  the  adult  world,  just  as  the 
adult  world  must  accept  the  blue  jeans  and  work  shirts  of  the  students.  They  must  realize 
that  the  administration  is  pulled  both  ways  by  the  other  two  elements  of  the  machine. 
Until  this  is  taken  care  of,  the  machine  is  in  danger  of  breaking  down. 

What  this  staff  proposes  to  do  is  show  the  three  elements  working  together  in  the 
book.  So  give  a  little,  if  necessary,  or  maybe  try  a  little  harder  to  understand  parents 
and  faculty.

Vocational  Office  Education,  or 
VOE,  headed  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Sheer,  is 
a  school  work  program  that  enables 
the  student  to  go  to  school  and  also 
go  to  work.  These  students  are 
placed  in  offices  in  Vernon,  and  work 
at  such  things  as  bookkeeping,  typ- 
ing, filing  and  answering  the  phone. 
This,  as  well  as  other  work  programs, 
enables  the  school,  and  the  school 
and  the  community  to  come 
together  in  a  common  area.  The  bus- 
iness world  gets  a  glimpse  of  the  stu- 
dents in  a  different  environment,  and 
the  students  get  a  similiar  opportu- 
nity to  see  the  working  world  from 
the  inside.  The  students  receive 
practical  work  experience,  and  the 
employers  get  a  hard-working,  ener- 
getic, and  ready  to  learn  employee.

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Being  the  only  high  school  in 
Vernon  has  its  advantages.  The 
Vernon  people  really  support  the 
kids.  They  try  to  stay  aware  of 
the  activities  that  high  school  stu- 
dents are  involved  in.  The  adults 
support  V.H.S.  drama  plays,  band 
concerts,  choral  programs,  and 
art  shows.  This  gives  the  students 
and  towns  people  better  commu- 
nication and  fellowship.  Apathy 
remains  at  a  minimum  when  the 
students  are  involved  in  activities 
and  know  that  adults  are  inter- 
ested in  them.  But  often  times 
they  do  not  realize  the  interest 
people  have  in  them.  It  is  hard 
not  to.  Civic  clubs,  church  groups, 
and  other  organizations  spend  a 
lot  of  time  working  with  and  for 
students.  The  community  is  drawn 
close  to  Vernon  High  School 
through  interest. 
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The  relationship  between  stu- 
dents and  teachers  is  one  of  the 
greatest  to  be  found  anywhere. 
Even  though  there  are  a  few  per- 
sonality clashes,  most  teachers 
and  students  get  along  and  some 
even  establish  close  friendships.  In 
a  larger  school,  the  chance  for 
establishing  this  relationship  is 
almost  nil.  There  is  even  time  out 
to  play  in  the  snow,  pass  a  joke 
across  the  room,  or  even  day- 
dream about  the  future.  The 
closeness  between  players  and 
coaches  is  exaggerated  in  a 
smaller  school,  although  like  the 
classroom  clashes,  the  athletic 
department  has  its  small  tempests. 
The  athlete  has  almost  no  choice 
but  to  obey  the  coach,  unless  he 
has  an  excellent  excuse.  But  at 
least,  he  has  the  opportunity  to 
speak  out.  What  a  school  would 
be  like  without  the  freedom  to 
speak,  to  learn,  and  to  freely  con- 
verse with  the  authority,  would  be 
anybody's  guess.

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The  everyday  rush  of  classes 
often  is  too  much  for  many  stu- 
dents. The  rush  to  get  to  class 
besides  having  to  copy  a  quick 
homework  assignment  often  drives 
even  the  sanest  student  to  revert 
back  to  his  childhood.
